REMARKS 

Claims 1-18, 20-36, 39-71, 74-78 and 80-82 are presented for consideration, 
with Claims 1, 13, 16, 20, 39, 50, 53, 57, 76, 77, 78 and 82 being independent. 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended toward their 
representative during the telephone conversation of July 22, 2005. The conversation focused on 
the claims as presented in the Preliminary Amendment of November 26, 2004. The Examiner 
indicated that allowable subject matter existed in Claim 19 and by amending the independent 
claims to include such subject matter would place the apphcation in condition for allowance.
